is before we receive the assessed property 
valuations since the state and county have 
not given us their figures, the equalizers 
etc,." said Harland. 

This means the township has to file a levy 
figure even before it kno\ys what i ncome to 
expect. 

"That figure is sometimes on the high-side 
to make sure everything ip covered," added 
Harland, who urges no presuppositions, but 
people to attend the public hearing to find out 
what really is going to happen. 

Last year's levy amounted to $264j544,60. 
The levy proposed by the Antioch township 
Board for 1983-84 is $348,000. . 

According to the township clerk, the 
largest single item causing the levy increase 
falls under fuQds needed for. general 
assistance. 

He added that many things were the cause 
of this including an expected greater need for 
jissistance and possible fund cuts. 

According to Antioch Township Supervisor 
Jim Fields, the increase in the general 
assistance figures are based on the fact that 
the coffers for that fund are empty. 

Three years ago there was no levy for 
general assistance because those monies 
came from funds on hand from a previous 
administration. 

"That guestimation is only up about $40,000 
which would mean 2.3 cents on the tax bill," 



said Fields, adding that this.may be an over 
guestimation. 

Fields quoted additional reasons for more 
general assistance monies such as the town- 
ship having to give people help while they 
wait to hear from Illinois Public Aid. -_ 

"It used too. take less than two weeks for 
the application approval now it takes 
anywhere from four to eight weeks," said 
Fields. ' 

With Illinois Public Aid Funds low, Fields 
added that the township might be forced to 
hire a social worker to investigate assistance 
requests, an additional township expense. . 

More bad news may be forthcoming for 
township residents from another public 
hearing slated for the Atitioch Township 
Road' Dist., at 8:30 p.m., on Thursday, 
August 14, again.at the Antioch Township of- 
fice. , . 

According to a legal notice received by this 
newspaper the proposed levy for 1983-84 "ex- 
tended or estimated^ to be extended" will 
show .a 10 percent increase oyer that of the 
preceedingyear. 

The proposed levy for the current year is 
$219,209.92 and that of the preceeding year 
was $199,151.55. 

Township residents are also urged to at- 
tend this meeting since those figures also do 
not tell the entire story and the components 
of this proposed raise will be explained at the 
public hearing.

Once upon a time, the main living expenses 
that "modern-day" mah had to contend with 
were the cost of food and lodging, 

Now, even though the chunk that those 
costs take out of the paycheck has grown a 
lot larger, the other bites taken by the utility 
companies and Uncle Sam leave the money 
plate virtually empty. /^ 

Where everyone is getting the money to 
pay' for other incidentals such as clothing, 
medicine} and transportation, not to mention 
entertainment, is beyond me. 

Maybe the billions in paper laying in the 
Master Card and bank loan files account for 
those expenditures. 

Sonriehow the percentages just don't com- 
pute. With federal, state,, county etc. tJaxes 
taking almost 50 percent of one's income; 
housing supposedly 25 percent, food 33 and 
one-third percent and the three "Big U's," 
over 30 percent, daily necessary ''ex- 
penditures already equal over 138 percent of 
that paycheck, forget the car payments, gas 
etc. and those $35 designer jeans. 

And the ways we are either forced into, or 
merchandised into, spending money are just 
.as ridiculous as those percentages. 

The utility companies scream energy conr 
servation and then raise their rates because 
of low usage. And the rates charged for the 
same product differ when one crosses that 
imaginary statelihe. 

For instance, Wisconsin Southern Gas has 
just applied for a five percent rate hike 
because of inflation and "other costs." It's 
those "other" costs that interest me. 

That reminds me of the county, welfare 
budget I saw that listed an expenditure of 
$500,000 on one line under miscelaneous. 

On the other side of the line, North Shore 
Gas Co. has announced that local gas bills 
will soon go down as a result of rate reduc- 



tions and refunds made by its pipeline sup- 
plier. ----.■ ■-■ 
Hey Wisconsin, couldn't you swfitch to that 

supplier? 

Commonwealth Edison and the Wisconsin 
electric companies have all hiked the sum^ 
mer rates during "peak usage times," and 
they are all constantly talking about higher 
rates to cover costs that will be lowered when, 
they get these expensive nuclear power plan- 
ts paid fdr, if we all live that long! 

And I don't want to even talk-about the 
telephone company which will be charging 
us more because Uncle Sam has cut into 
their profits by slicing that monopoly up. 



Now the automobile companies are pulling 
themselves out of a hole by making it easier 
and cheaper. (monthly payment-wise) to buy 
a $9,000 new car than a $5,000 used car. 

The downpayment on a new car-is.less arid 
in some cases* non-existent and the interest 
rate Is way less and available for a longer 
length of time, making the monthly payment 
on an expensive new car much less tiian that 
on a good used car. 

So bye bye to the old status symbols. If 
your neighbor on one side just bought a new 
car and the one on the other side, one that is 
two years old, the used car buyer actually is 
forking out more cash on the barrel-head. 
Crazy???? 

What all these figures that don't really 
add-up, add-up to is, in the not too distant 
future, if one is lucky enough to afford to live 
in a decent house or apartment, plan ort 
freezing in the winter, iro&sting in the sum- 
mer, using your phone for only emergency 
calls (or buying some carrier pigeons), going 
on a starvation diet, resurrecting those capri 
pants from the early '60's instead of buying 
the new ones that are back in style, and lear- 
ning to play a fast game of jacks for en- 
tertainment. 

Oh well, what are you gonna' do? I guess 
just take things as they come or don't come, 
which ever comes first.
